PRIMULA POLYANTHUS—This ever popular, large flow- 
ered primrose blooms over a long period from early to late 
spring in a wide array of colors and shades. Included in this 
group are the yellow, orange, brilliant and tomato reds, crim- 
son, darkest maroon, coppery tones and white.

PRIMULA AURICULA—Endless beauty of color and form, 
this exquisite and romantic Primula from the Swiss and Aus- 
trian Alps will flourish indefinitely when given adequate 
drainage. The thick leathery, sage green leaves are often 
powdered with silver meal, making the plants attractive the 
year ‘round. Blooms with and after the Polyanthus and often 
again in the fall. Mixed shades include yellow, tan, plum, 
purple, dark reds, rose, orchid and many other pastels.
